Allied Prop aganda Has 
Worked Too Well In 
Conq u ered Nation 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE. 
The steady growth of the grim 
spirit of rev olt among tlie people 
of France against their nazi con­ 
querors is presenting the British 
ard their allies with a problem 
perhaps 
ev en more grav e than 
that which it creates for Hitler. 
The 
danger 
from 
the 
allied 
itandpoint is that this rebellion 


may burst into open flame before 
the time is ripe. 
We hav e here 
the anomalous situation of the 
British greatly desiring a rev olu­ 
tion, but not until it is possible to 
co-ordinate It with other allied 
operations which are still in the 
making. 
Gen. Charles De Gaulle’s crea­ 
tion in iiOndon y esterday of what 
amounts to a gov ernment for his 
free French mov ement strikes me 
as being highly significant. 
I be­ 
liev e we mu.st take it as being in­ 
spired in part by the fear that the 
present French regime at Vichy 
may disappear if there is a clash 
of force between the populate and 
the Germans. 
France Would Be Crushed. 
The inv aders hav e made it clear 
that any uprising will 
be 
sup­ 
pressed with machine guns and 
tanks. 
The gutters of cities and 
towns will run red. 
There could 
be only one outcome to such an 
unequal conflict—unless allied aid 
were immediately av ailable—and 
that w'ould be the utter crushing 
of France, The Vichy gov ernment 
would giv e way to German rule 
with arms. 
The Britl.kh and the free French 
under DeGaulle long labored to 
instill in the people of occupied 
France the w ill to rebel against 


Hitler. The allied propaganda has 
worked too well, and now they 
are try ing to hold the rebels in 
check until the appointed hour 
when all the anti-Hitler forces 
can strike together with max imum 
strength. 
By the same token the 
British are try ing to restrain the 
Norwegians 
and other peoples 
whose great urge for freedom is 
making them impatient and rash.

All of the materials 
salv aged w ill be used in the con­ 
struction of the new building. 
Would Take 126 Men. 
Work on the wrecking opera­ 
tion can start immediately , D. L. 
Erickson, director of public im­ 
prov ements said. 
It will take 126 
men about four months to do the 
job, he added, “ but it is hoped 
that not more than two months 
w ill be required to raze the school 
buildings,” he added. 
Not included in the salv age, it 
was learned, are the steam pipes, 
and other plumbing, including the 
radiators.

Propelled by automo­ 
bile engines, these ships can be 
manufactured so rapidly that they 
are ex pected to be the miracle 
bridge across the Atlantic in de­ 
fiance of Hitler’s submarines. 
Yet it took the president weeks 
to persuade his nav y to build 
these ships! 
The inside story sounds like one 
of those “ It Can’t Happen Here” 
plots— but it did. The men who 
actually 
designed 
the 
new 
sea 
barges were a y oung nav al of­ 
ficer, 
Commander 
Ham 
Bry an, 
and a nav al architect, W. S. Bur­ 
gess. But when they took their 
plan to the nav y , the admirals 
threw up their hands. So did the 
maritime commission. 
The admirals and the commis­ 
sioners both claimed that a flat- 
bottomed boat would turn ov er in 
heav y seas. Also they were op­ 
posed to the use of automobile 
engines, ev en though they could 
be manufactured as fast as Ford 
makes automobiles. T-here were a 
dozen other objections. 
Persistence Personified. 
But fii ally Commander Bry an 
took his plan to Roland Redmond, 
a New York lawy er who married 
Sara Delano, a Roosev elt relativ e. 
Redmond in turn took Bry an and 
Burgess to the white house. The 
president, who is something of an 
amateur nav al designer, was im­ 
mediately enthusiastic. He urged 
the nav y to try it out. The presi­ 
dent also asked J ohn Hancock of 
Lehman Brothers to help raise 
some money . 
So with Roosev elt’s encourage­ 
ment, plus the co-operation of 
Redmond 
and 
Hancock 
w h o 
helped 
raise 
the 
money , 
plus 
Chry sler who helped make the 
motors, 
and 
Weav er 
associates, 
nav al architects, the first model 
was constructed. Then the nav y 
tried it out on a testing basin and i 
finally 
admitted 
the 
plan

feasible. 
By this time Secretary Knox 
and the admirals began to see that 
Bry an and Burgess had some­ 
thing. Whereupon they proceeded 
to take ov er the idea, lock, stock 
and barrel. J oseph W. Powell, an 
old Chicago friend of Frank Knox , 
who is now one of his assistants 
barged 
nto the picture. Powell 
was once v ice president of the 
Bethlehem Shipbuilding company , 
and he brought in another ex -v ice 
president 
of 
Bethlehem, 
E. 
B. 
Germain, now head of the Dunlop 
Tire and Rubber company . 
M eanwhile Commander Bry an, 
the man who had originated this 
submarine-proof 
ship, 
suddenly 
found himself euchred out of the 
nav y . First he was retired, an^ 
then detailed to the office of the 
sceretary of the nav y , where he 
could help with the plans of his 
my stery ship. This meant that the 
nav y could get his serv ice at re­ 
tired pay instead of full pay . 
Since then, Commander Bry an, 
though almost ignored by nav y 
brasshats, has been working faith­ 
fully at Orange, Tex ., to construct 
the first trans-Atlantic scow.

This v eiled and highly remote 
reference was the only piece of 
nav al credit giv en to Bry an and 
Burgess, Not only were they ex ­ 
cluded from the nav y ’s publicity , 
but the nav y set up its own cor­ 
poration, with money adv anced by 
the RFC, to take ov er their in­ 
v ention.

islands of the West Indies, and the’ Caribbean 
groups, *aIong the southeast American coastline 
supposedly originate in the South Atlantic off the 
coast of Africa.

Some place, perhaps, in the Antarctic 
regions visited by Byrd in hLs three expeditions 
for discovery and research, the atmospheric con­ 
ditions take shape which ultimately give birth to 
the tropneal hurricanes. Near the equator, with its 
heat, and its spectacular contrasts of days of super­ 
natural calm and lashing gales, they get under way, 
to sweep west, sometimes gaining in fury, and 
sometimes diminishing in force. 
But never does a tropical storm of hurricane 
proportions, with lashing rains, with tornadic winds 
fail to appeal strongly to the imagination of those 
peoples situated inland from the coast or in the 
northern states of the union. 
Such a storm struck savagely at the Texas coast 
Tuesday. 
Houston bore its heaviest blows. 
Its 
damage is intermixed with the continual wonder­ 
ment and curiosity of millions of people concerning 
those elements of nature which produce it.
